Pyrat was one ſome years before, that Ma- 
jor Gibbons had ſhown ſignal Kindnels to, 
when his life was in danger at Beſto» in 
New-England, Thus the Lord appeared 
a God, hearing prayers in Extremicies, 
which appearances are” nor to be forgortcen 
in ſucceeding Generations, O that men 
would praiſe the Lord for bis goodneſs , 
and for his wonderful works to the Chil- 
dren of men / 

Secondly, About the year 1636. there 
zrifing a ſtorm and tempeſt of croubles in 
the Church of Scotland, five Miniſters, 
enineat.for Piety , Learning, and their 
Honourable ſucceſs in the Miniſtry, were 
bhard born under by a prevailing Party 
impoſing npon their Conſciences , that 
they were forced ro Embarque themſelves for 
America; three of their names were Mr, Le- 
vigflon, Mr. Mackicland, and Mr. Blarre, 
wit ewo more whom my Author could not 
all co mind.

ngerz but they inthis diſtreſs endea. 
as co hang on their Rudder again, but 
ofcen were they fruſtrated in their at» 
rempt to a total deſpair of effecting it, 
They alſo laboured with the like unſuc- 
ceſstulneſs ro find out and ſtop the leak; 
this poor Ships Crew had laboured alſo 
by pumping, to keep the Ship above we 
ter, until all their few hands were feeble, 
and all their hearts faintz ſo that, as (0 
many deſpairing perſons of life, they ceale 
all endeavours, and yield themſelves to 
death , expeQing every moment to be 
Entombed in the belly of che devouring 
deeps. During the time of this their great 
diſtreſs, che Miniſters kept on their courſe, Wi 
as at other times of Worſhip (visz.) the 
reading of a Chapter in courſe, and making 
obſervations from ir, with Prayer and 
Preaching, which they did by turns: at 
the criſis of this deplorable caſe, it fell to 
be the Lot of Mr. cMack/cland: to per- i 
form this Exerciſe, a man Auſtere in hit 
life, reſerved in his ſpeech, and of great 
Piety, who was ofcen obſerved to let fal 
many remarkable Propherical Expreſſions 
of futufe events 5 the Chapter that at 
that time came to be read in courſe by 
him, was the 32 of Exodus, which he had 
cad all along (until” he cameto the x21

ſhoxe, He after adviſed them to clear 
the Ship as well as they could from wa 
ter by pumping, which they did happily 
effect, the Leak being ſtopt providers 
tially of it ſelf — Whether it wa 
ſome noak of a plank ſtarted by the di. 
{treſs of weather which occaſioned the 
Leak, a:d by the ſurges of che Sea, clapt 
into the place again, or what it wa 
eiſe could nor be known, But however, 
this looks like life from the dead w 
ro theſe poor men who had received but: 
liccle before a ſentence of Death in chem- 
ſelves, that they mighit truſt in him who 
raiſeth the dead.

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praying, believing Servants, and alſo for 
all them that failed with them? O who 
would not pray at Seca, and truſt in him 
who raiſes the dead in the ſaddelt of their 
Extremitics aud Diſtreſs! and ſpeaks forth 
much of the: power and goodneſs of God, 
calling upon all ro truſt in him, let the dan» 
gers and ſtraits be never ſo great, 


3- A Veſſel of ours about the year 1636, 
being at New-fownd Land a Fiſhing, be 
ing ſomewhac of the lateſt in the year, un- 
til che Ice came in great flakes ; and be. 
ing ready .co hoyſe Sail for the return 
home, they ' ſent :out in the Boat fix of the 
men to weigh their Anchor z but while 
they were about it, a ſad Providence pre- 
vears them a great flake of Ice interpoſes 
betweeg them and their ſhip, and carrie 
them adrifr, ſo that by all means that they 
and che ſhip could uſe, they could not re- 
cover their Veſſel again , whereby they 
were expoled to an inevitable ruine, nei- 
ther having Food, nor any other Accom- 
modation to keep them warm; they ha- 
ying continued thus three days and three 
nights, began to be Hunger-ſtarv'd, and ac- 
counting themſelves all dead men , they 
began ta conſult one with another whit 
courſe to take; they ar laſt, though with

great regret and grief, they reſolve one of 
them muſt dye co become Food for the 
reſt ; each perſon bege'd to have it his 
Lot to dye firſt, to be treed from that tor.

He upon whom the Lor fel!, defired to 
go to one end of the Boar, there to re- 
commend his ſoul xo God by P1ayer, be- 
fore he dyed ; the reſt being in a deep A- 
gony upon apprehenſion of ſhedding the 
blood of one of their Comerades : But 
while they were fat together, lamenting 
and imploring God's favour to prevent 
ſuch a fa& according to that they wiſhed 
and defired, the perſon ſeparated 'by 
Lot for death, dyed upon the place where 
he was praying. which 1n their deplorable 
Condirion occafioned- great Joy ro the 
reſt, char hereby they were not forced a- 
gainſt cheir wills to rake his life ; ſo look- 
Ing upon this as a good Omen, they pro- 
ceeded to fatisfie their Hangers upon the 
dead body : the Boat was ſtill A-drift nor 
frozen up z ſo that by chat time, their Food 
was! ſpent, they were brought aſhore 
many Leagues to the Northward of New- 
England, where the five landed alive , 
wherethe poor Barbarians did commilſe- 
rate them, and help them as chey could;

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three of them dyed with the diſtreſs they 
had been in, the other two made a ſhit 


to gerto New. England, and (o at laſt, by WW anc 
a good hand of God upon them, came to i tha 
their Habitations in the Weſt of England, Wl ut 
having both loſt cheir beels with che ex- I pro 
tremity of the cold in the Boat. This Re- WW Sh: 


lation my Author had from one of thele 
two Sca-men, with whom he came atter- 
_ wards a Paſlenger from Ireland, to whom 
he ſhewed his heels ſo loſt. 


4. A ſmall Veſſel, about forty five Tun, 
the Maſters name Philip Hangare, coming 
upon the Coaſt of New- England , they 
ſuddenly ſprang a leak, and fo foundred ; 
There were in this poor miſcarrying Veſlel 
18-. Seamen and Paſlengers; 12 of the 
men got into the Long-boat, and as that 
was ſuddenly brought to their minds in 
this ſurpriſe , they threw intq their Boat 
alſo ſome {mall macters of Provifions, but 
they were wholly without fire: Theſe 12 
men at chat cime of the year about @Mi- 
chaelmas, (and as Pax! ſaid in his Voyage, 
Sailing was become dangerom) (ailed five 
hundred Leagues, and were to a Miracle 
preſerved all that cime in this ſmall Boat, 
five weeks; bur it pleaſed the Lord,» who 
appears in our ſtraus moſt, ro ſend them 

great 
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ereat relief, by cauſing ſome flying-Fiſh 
to fall into the Boat, which they eat raw, 
and were un'o them more acceptable 
than the greateſt rarities and dainties 
at another time: God's Providence now 
proving the Caterer, they catch*d a 
Shark, and that Ravenous Fiſh that uſzs 
to prey upon men, now becomes a prey 
to theſe poor diſtreſſed Creatures ; but 
they. were glad of fo0d in the want of fire, 
and have an heat of their. Stomachs, to 
at that raw, and digeſt ac this time what 
would have made them fick at other 
mes : But alas, another want chey had, 
was drink as well as fire, but they were 
forced to open the belly of this Shark, and 
luck his blood for drink : Ar laſt, tha: 
God who hath a defire to the works of his 
own hands , gives them hopes to releaſe 
them our of this inſupportable miſery, 
dy letting them . come to a diſcovery of 
land in the Weſft-[ndies ; but alas, they 
were ſo weak, that when they came aſhore, 
ne or ewo of them d ,<d ; but moſt of them 
ved co declare the works of the Lord, 


This the Author had trom one of the 12 Mr, Ged- 
hat were thus miraculouſly preſerved, bur mey of 


ce caſt away at Sca. 
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F. Captain Jones Clark, of New-Eng- 
land, going for Virginia, the Veſſel was 
Caſt away in a ſtrange amazing manner, 
about two hours before day, among the 
Indians where the Ship-wrackt men lay 2- 
ſhore in great fear 3 but three days attcr 
they thought co get their ſhip off again z to 
which end che Maſter, with ſome others, 
went into the Boat: They came threelcore 
Fathom from the ſhore, where there a- 
roſe a great Sea, and broke in upon them; 
* buc the ſecond Sea came and turned the 
Boat up, four men under water ; all were 
drowned, but Captain Clark, who was 
kept under water by one of the men, un- 
ci] his breath was gone 4 but then God ap- 
peared, and ſet him ac liberty from him in 
a moſt Miraculous way, and inabled him 
co ſwim to the ſhore 3 they that were a- 
live now, were in great ſtraits and pet- 
plexities, not knowing what to do, bur 
yet ſome of their eyes were up to God: 
at laſt they Unanimouſly reſolve to Tra- 
vel, and when they had Travelled one 
night, and part of a day, meeting with 
many Suamps and thick places, fo that 
all hope failed them of going along ; (0 
they ſtood ſtill as (wayfaring men) afto 
niſh'd, not knowing what courſe to take; 
and though before they were afraid of " 

Indi 
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dians, now they were glad to pray to 
the Lord for the fight of an Indian, 
which in chis excremicy and perplexity, 
within half an hour che Lord was pleaſed 
togrant : The {ndian was all alone, which 
was obſervable alſo z when rhey got to him, 
they asked the way tothe Exglsſh, and they 
did perſwade him by entreaty to go along 
with them, bur within one hours time, he 
arryed them to a Town of the [ndians, 
which did ſadly fright and amaze them; bur 
they Gill looked up to the Lord to. help and 
fave them ; bur ar laſt chey got fro the En- 
gh, and fo were preſerved.

So 
they ſent out their Shalop upon a dil- 
covery, Which upon Return informed 
them of a better place co Ride in, 
Bur ſending ouc the Shallop again up- 
on a' diſoyery, before ſhe Returned, 
there aroſe a dreadful Storm that car- 
tied her immediately upon the Rocks, 
and ſaved her ; with very much diffi- 
culry moſt of the People were ſaved, 
and fome Proviftions, Then were they 
Reduced ro very great ſtraits formida- 
ble co fleſh and blood, a Barren Iſland, 
no Jnhabitants, no likelyhood of Re- 
bef, lictle Provifiens kfr ; in chis great 
(trait moſt of them reſolved co cravel 
wp to the weſter end of the Iſland and 
there to abide, (Captain Lane and his 
Family, and his Son who was his Lieute-

thankfulneſs in the world ; hath God given 
you ſo many wonderful deliverances, ſo ma- 
ny miraculous preſervations, to be buried in 
the grave of oblivion ? will you murder 
your mercies, and then bury them ? Ir is 
commonly ſaid, Murder will out:Murdered 
Mercies will one day make terrible workin 
walking in your Conſciences. 

The next Obſervation is this, That Salva- 
tions and Deliverances many times are not 
ſent until perſons be left helpleſs and hope- 
leſs, I-ſhall give you a touch of this. Now 
all hope of being ſaved was taken away, no 
; {mall zempeſt lay upon them ,z now they 
were gultt in deſpair of ever coming oft 
with their lives : yet this often 1s the con- 
dition of Nations, Shup-Companies, and 
Perſons where God intends to ſave and deli» 
ver. The proofs of the laſt Obſervation a- 
bour Dangers and Deliverances being re- 
corded and remembred, proves this allo: 
Thus was Peter ſaved, the Diſciples ſaved, 
when juſt at ſinking. 

But why doth God ftay ſo long before he 
ſends Deliverances and Salvations? x, Becauſe 
delights co draw forch a ſpirit of pray- 
er; if men will not pray, when fioking, 
when drowning, when dying, they will 
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ever pray. O ſee how Foxab prays in his, ,, 


ſtreſs; And Jonah prejed to the Lord - I52,3. 
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of the Fiſhes belly, and ſaid, 1 cried by ria- 
ſon of mine affiiftion wnto the Lord, and he 
heard me ; out of the belly of Hell cried 1, and 
thou brardeſt my vnce, &c.
